UNITED STATES COLONIAL COINS 



Our selection of United States colonial coins in this sale is 
outstanding. The connoisseur will appreciate the quality of such items 
as the Oak Tree issues (particularly the remarkable shilling), the superb 
1776 Continental dollar, the elusive 1785 Immune Columbia cent in 
silver, and other rarities. In addition there are a number of moderately 
scarce and rare issues which should attract the interest of a wide 
number of numismatists.

1 1652 Oak Tree threepence. Noe-27. No center point visible but 
beads are uniform in size and regularly spaced. The rosette is 
a jumble of 10 beads. The oak tree has a horizontal base line 
with two shrubs to left and right. The presently offered coin 
is Extremely Fine in overall sharpness, but has been slightly 
bent (perhaps straightenable, for wear has not occurred on 
any of the wavy areas). A planchet split incurred during the 
striking process (and not unusual for this early Massachusetts 
series) is at the left edge. 

The specimen has the added interest and distinction of 
being a mint error. On the obverse after MASATHVS there 
are incuse impressions of the beaded border. On the reverse 
to the left of ENGLAND there is an incuse T (from 
MASATHVS on the obverse), and before NEW there are 
several incuse beads. 

Note: The Oak Tree coins, although bearing the common 
date 1652 (with the exception of the twopence which is 
dated 1662 in error), were struck from 1660 to 1667.

Exceedingly sharply struck with full borders, full definition 
of all letters, devices, and areas, and without any impairments 
of any kind. A fantastic coin, a coin which is head and 
shoulders above nearly every other piece we’ve seen described 
as “Uncirculated” in recent years. Considering the grade, 
quality of striking, historical importance, the popularity of 
the 1776 date, and other factors, we consider this piece to be

Of this coin, Richard D. Kenney in his Struck Copies of 
Early American Coins says: “Unlisted by Bolen and probably 
struck by Edwards. The dies are obviously defaced and 
partially restored.” The piece is a combination of Reverse 2 
with Obverse 4. We have never seen or handled another copy 
of this important issue. ($300-1500) 

Note: Of Bolen, Kenney relates: John Adams Bolen 

(1826-1907) of Springfield, Mass, was the most widely 
known and most prolific engraver of struck copies. Promi 
nent and respected among numismatists oj his day, his 
die-sinking of medals and coin copies was superb. In his own 
descriptive catalogue of his works, Bolen expressed regret at 
having made the copies ‘as I have been informed that they 
have been worn or rubbed and made to look old, then sold as 
genuine. 1 spent a great deal of time on them; on one 1 
worked from a genuine coin, on the others from very fine 
electrotypes. They are all quite scarce now. They were not a 
financial success to me.’ Moreover, Bolen was a highly 
regarded member of the Springfield Antiquarian Society and 
a corresponding member of the American Numismatic and 
Archeological Society, factors which certainly placed him in 
a completely honorable status.” 

Dr. Frank Smith Edwards produced several varieties of 
struck copies during the 1860-1865 years. Kenney notes that 
Bolen sold certain dies to Edwards in 1863 and 1864, and 
presumably Edwards made up his own mulings (illogical die 
combinations) from them.

From the 
John Story Jenks Collection sale, Lot 5542, and then from 
the Charles Jay Collection (Stack’s 1967) sale, Lot 47. In its 
latter appearance it was catalogued as follows: 

“■ ■ • from the famous Jenks Collection (Lot 5542) where 
it appeared as a holed coin (above the head, between the 
Liberty Cap and “C” of “COLUMBIA” so that it did not mar 
any of the devices). Subsequently the coin was expertly 
plugged, so that it now is a very presentable coin. Exceed- 
ingly rare; only 8 to 10 known. We cannot recall of another 
silver specimen appearing for sale in many, many years; nor 
do we expect to see one for years to come. A nice Very Fine 
specimen.” 

In the Jay sale the coin realized $1,000. 1967 is “ancient 
history” so far as coin prices are concerned. Today the piece 
should sell for several multiples of that figure.

VERMONTS spelling. Attractive F-VE. Struck on a flawless 
planchet (remarkable for an early Vermont piece!).

The present coin is a very attractive specimen with a Very 
Fine obverse and Fine reverse. The deep planchet striations 
and defects which are virtually a hallmark of Ryder 9 (the 
incredible Guide Book plate coin, a coin stolen from the 
Bennington Museum several years ago and never recovered, 
being an exception) are absent from this piece. As colonial 
specialists for many years we have had more than our share 
of early American issues. Few specimens of Ryder 9 which 
have passed through our hands can measure up to this one.

scattered planchet defects resulting from imperfect planchet 
preparation and annealing (these defects are nearly always 
seen on Ryder 9, 10, and 11).

Note: The 1786 bust left coins, Ryder 10 and 11, are 
virtually exact copies of British halfpennies of the George II 
era, but with legends pertaining to Vermont. The earlier 
Vermont coins with the sun-over-mountains design were 
unfamiliar to merchants and the general citizenry, who were 
accustomed to the then-current British coppers in circulation. 
To aid in the acceptance of the Vermont coppers the coiners 
then revised the designs to the familiar British style, but with 
Vermont inscriptions. Later Vermont issues followed the 
same thought vein, but the portrait was changed to that of 
Ring George III (who was king at the time, having ascended 
to the throne in 1770). 




24 1787 Vermont. Ryder 12. Mailed bust right. Attractive Very Fine 

with some claims to Extremely Fine. Actually, the coin has 
seen very little wear, however the striking in the central areas 
is such that the piece when new appeared to be slightly worn 
(this is characteristic of all bust right Vermont coppers of 
1787 and 1788). One of the finest known specimens of 
Ryder 12 and, as such, deserving of a generous bid.

In the instance of Ryder 13, an obverse 
die for a Vermont copper was carelessly mated with a 
worn-out reverse die intended for a counterfeit British 
halfpenny to create the illogical BRITANNIA /Vermont 
variety.

89 1817 Cent. 15 obverse stars instead of the normal 13. Newcomb- 
16. One of the most curious of all Mint products of this era, 
the reason for the anomalous star count has never been 
explained. Perhaps someone was daydreaming at the Mint. 
Certainly no design change was anticipated, and the coin was 
not issued for special reasons or as a pattern. The present 
coin is attractive brown Uncirculated with the barest touch 
of friction on the very highest parts. There is some lightness 
of strike at the left side of the obverse, as is normal for this 
variety (the obverse and reverse die faces were not precisely 
parallel, with the result that on all known specimens the 
striking is sharper and deeper on the right side of the obverse 
and the corresponding part of the reverse). Only rarely is a 
mint-condition specimen offered on the market. During the 
past 20 years, a time in which we have handled many choice 
large cent collections, we have sold only four or five 
Uncirculated 15-stars 1817 coins.

In today’s age, original uncleaned large cents are becoming 
a vanishing species. The presently offered 1818 cent could be 
easily “'dipped” to make it fully brilliant, but we would never 
do this, and we hope that the buyer will not either. 

The fascinating story of the Randall Hoard is given on page 
8 of Q. David Bowers’ “Coins and Collectors” book: 

“It was the Philadelphia Mint’s custom in the old days to 
ship newly minted coins in kegs or barrels. Shortly after the 
Civil War one or more of these original mint-issued kegs of 
new cents were unearthed from beneath an old railway 
platform in Georgia. These kegs, when opened, were found to 
contain cents from several decades earlier, each coin as bright 
and gleaming as the day it was minted! 

“After the discovery the cents were shipped from Georgia 
to a New York merchant in payment of a debt. This 
merchant sold the cents at 90c per hundred (less than face 
value!) to William P. Chapman & Co., a dry-goods store in 
Norwich, New York. The Chapman firm then proceeded to 
give the old cents out in change as a promotional novelty. 
The public, which was accustomed to the then-current Indian 
cents and which had forgotten about the old large cents of 
yesteryear, refused the coins as ‘ counterfeits .’ 

“A Norwich numismatist, John Swan Randall, learned of 
the early cents and purchased the undistributed remainder at 
the firm’s cost of 90c per hundred. During the ensuing years 
coins from the Randall Hoard found their way into collec- 
tions in every part of the United States. It has been estimated 
that early mint kegs held an average of 14,000 coins each; so, 
even if the Randall Hoard consisted of but a single keg, the 
number of coins involved was tremendous. ”

192 1792 Half disme. The obverse is a pleasing F-VF grade. The 
reverse averages Abt. Fine. The piece has a pleasing overall 
aspect and is toned a light gray silver color. It is evenly worn, 
free from any defects worthy of mention, and is a very 
desirable specimen of this early American coin. 

Note: Only one pair of dies was used to strike the 1 792 
half dismes, so all specimens are of the same die variety. Half 
dime historians Newlin and Valentine both felt very strongly 
that the 1 792 half disme should be considered a regular issue 
rather than a pattern. Indeed, the intent of the government 
was to produce these for circulation, as evidenced by 
President George Washington’s statement: “ There has been a 
small beginning ip the coinage of half dismes, the want of 
small coins in circulation calling the first attention to them. ” 




I urther evidence of the 1792 half disme’s true status as a 
regular issue is provided by the fact that nearly all known 
specimens exhibit wear, and most show a great deal of wear. 
Only occasionally is a specimen encountered in a grade above 
Fine. Had the pieces been produced as patterns, most would 
have survived in Uncirculated grade or close to it. 

It is estimated that just 1,500 specimens of the 1792 half 
disme were struck. For further information on this romantic 
early American coin the reader is referred to our description 
under Lot 1 of the Dr. W.E. Caldwell Collection sale, which 
appeared as part of our Matt Rothert Collection offerins in 
November 1973.

Note: In a 1923 letter to M.L. Beistle, early researcher in 
the half dollar field, David Proskey (a former employee of 
J.W. Scott) related the true history of the C.S.A. restrike: 

“Your favor received requesting a statement of the history 
of the Confederate States restrike half dollar. J.W. Scott 
bought the die of the reverse of the Confederate half dollar, 
together with the Proof specimen of the only known 
Confederate half dollar, at that time, from E.B. Mason, Jr. of 
Philadelphia. The U.S. Government had seized the obverse as 
their property since 1861 and could have seized both sides, as 
at the close of the war in 1865 the U.S. Government became 
the heir of the Confederacy. 

“ Scott decided to strike impressions from his die and he 
sent out circulars offering silver restrikes at $2 each, agreeing 
to have only 500 pieces struck. Preparing for this issue, Scott 
purchased 500 U.S. half dollars of New Orleans mintage 
[1861-0 half dollars] and had the reverses drilled off. Then 
for fear the die would break, a steel collar was affixed, and 
500 impressions in white metal were struck [these are the 
Scott store card pieces] in order to be able to supply 
something should the die go to pieces, but the die held intact 
even after the silver pieces were struck. Each of the latter 
obverses (Liberty seated) was placed on a blank of soft brass 
then struck on a screw press. This helped to keep the obverse 
from flattening. The writer supervised the process, so that the 
workers kept no specimens for ‘souvenirs. ’ The die was then 
softened and cut across, so no more could be struck from a 
perfect die. The die now reposes in the collection of the 
Louisiana Historical Society, the gift of Mr. J. Sanford Saltus. 
A couple of brass impressions exist showing the ridge across. 
These are now in the collection of Mr. Elliott Smith, New 
York City. 

“When all were struck, Scott sent out circulars with the 
coins to the subscribers offering to pay 50 cents each over 
the subscription price for the return of any of the pieces, 
stating as a reason ‘oversubscription,’ which was untrue. It 
was doubtful if over 250 were sold, as Scott had a plentiful 
supply of them for over 30 years thereafter. He gradually 
raised the price to $1 5 each ...”

371 1794 U.S. silver dollar. Choice Uncirculated. The finer of the two 
coins sold from the Lord St. Oswald holdings in 1964, and, 
after that, from the Alfred J. Ostheimer Collection in 1973. 

Catalogued as Lot 1209, this 1794 dollar was described in 
1973 by Superior Stamp and Coin Co. as follows: 

“EXTRAORDINARY 1794 DOLLAR. Frosty, gray toned 
Uncirculated, one of the sharpest strikes ever reported. Date, 
all stars, all of back hair, feathers and leaves, dentils at left on 
both sides, and letters in UNITED STATES— all the details 
which normally come weak or illegible on 1794 dollars — are 
here unusually bold. Minor field handling marks, one reverse 
rim dent; some adjustment marks (as made) near borders. 
Light clash marks but no rim break. One of two finest 
known. 

“Its pedigree is as illustrious as its condition: Chief Coiner 
Henry Voigt, U.S. Mint (remaining in his vault from day of 
striking, October 15, 1794), to David Rittenhouse, May 7, 
1795, as part of the first group of 1,706 left with him for 
presentation and other purposes; to his successor Henry 
William DeSaussure, Director, October 1795; to Maior the 
Lord St. Oswald, late October 1795, on his visit to the Mint; 
in the hands of St. Oswald’s descendants until 1964, when it 
appeared as lot 138 of the Christie, Manson auction of the St. 
Oswald collection; thence to Alfred J. Ostheimer. 



“To estimate a dollar value on this great rarity is most 
difficult. We can only compare prices with another important 
dollar: an 1804 silver dollar sold for $100,000 in 1972. With 
the interest in first date type coins and United States silver 
dollars, we feel this important dollar which was struck and 
intended for circulation could realize a six-figure price. The 
cover coin and one of the highlights of the Gilhousen 
Collection. (Estimate: $75,000+)” 

Q. David Bowers has written a new book, Collecting Rare 
Coins For Profit, which will be released early in 1975 by 
Harper & Row. Part of the text of that volume concerns the 
1794 dollar being offered here. We quote: 

“An interesting story concerns the family of Lord St. 
Oswald. This family’s collection, sold at auction by Christie’s 
in London in 1964, was one of the largest treasure troves of 
American coins brought to light in recent years. 

“In 1795, one of the present-day Lord St. Oswald’s 
ancestors visited the United States. When he returned to his 
homestead in Wakefield, Yorkshire, England, he brought 
back about $10 face value of United States coins. After all, 
the new nation had been a British colony only a few years 
earlier, and these newly-minted coins would be interesting to 
show to friends. Soon the coins were put away and forgotten. 
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“In 1964 it was decided to sell the family coin collection. 
The owner brought the pieces to Albert Baldwin of A.H. 
Baldwin & Sons, renowned London rare coin dealer, for 
cataloging. According to Mr. Baldwin, the collection con- 
sisted of early English pieces, all properly attributed and 
ticketed, of the years of Oliver Cromwell, Queen Anne, and 
other British monarchs. Years ago someone had very care- 
fully assembled a nice coin collection depicting British 
history. In a separate pasteboard box were the United States 
coins— the $10 worth brought over from America years 
earlier— all jumbled together! Mr. Baldwin asked about the 
value of the United States coins. The owner said that he was 
not aware that they had great value but decided to bring 
them along anyway. 

“Those United States coins appeared as 33 separate lots in 
Christie’s October 13, 1964, auction of the Lord St. Oswald 
Collection. The 33 lots consisted of two magnificent Uncir- 
culated 1794 silver dollars, several Uncirculated 1795 half 
dollars, and over twenty 1794 one-cent pieces, each virtually 
as nice as the day it was minted! The 33 lots sold for record 
prices. The 1794 silver dollars brought $11,400 each, from an 
American collector and a British dealer. Quite a few of the 
1794 one-cent pieces sold for several thousand dollars each, 
and one actually fetched $8,400! When all was said and done, 
the little pasteboard box of miscellaneous United States 
coins— the box which represented an investment of less than 
$10 in 1795— brought the princely sum of $72,000! 

“This is not the end of the story. Nine years later, in 1973, 
one of the 1794 silver dollars — which had sold for $11,400 




at the Christie’s sale — came on the market again. My 
business partner James F. Ruddy, who had attended the 
1964 Christie’s sale, attended the 1973 sale to again bid on 
the 1794 dollar. In 1964, Jim Ruddy was the underbidder at 
Christie’s, and he lost both pieces by just a few hundred 
dollars. Now he was sure he would get the 1794 the second 
time around. While he dared not to whisper his bid, given to 
him by a leading Illinois collector, to anyone, the customer’s 
words were sharp in his mind: ‘You can go to $100,000 for 
the coin, or a bit more if you have to.’ 

“The bidding for the 1794 started at $60,000, and Jim 
Ruddy had his hand up as the price went up bid by bid. 
Finally, at $108,000 he stopped, and the coin was awarded 
to another bidder for a record-breaking $110,000!” 

Following the 1973 sale of the coin, the new owner later 
resold the 1794 dollar to Jonathon’s Coin Company for 
$127,500. Jonathon’s, the present owner of this coin, has 
consigned it to us without reserve. 

The 1794 silver dollar is an American classic. James F. 
Ruddy, who personally examined both of the 1794 dollars 
offered a decade ago at the Lord St. Oswald sale, believes the 
present coin to be the better of the two coins, by a slight 
margin (actually, both are spectacular!). 

The opportunity to acquire the finest known specimen of 
the first United States silver dollar— a Choice Uncirculated 
1794— may never be repeated in your lifetime. Worthy of a

It is the only piece 
known to him.” 

The presently offered coin is in Very Fine or better 
condition, with the only flaw being a minor planchet 
striation near the 6th star and a small edge ding on the 
reverse. For the silver dollar specialist, the opportunity to 
acquire this specimen of B-9 may well represent a once-in-a- 
lifetime chance. 

Note: This is not the same specimen once owned by Mr. 
Bolender, for our consignor did not attribute it and was 
unaware that it was B-9 until our Research Department made 
the discovery.

NOTE ABOUT MORGAN AND PEACE DOLLAR GRADING: We 
grade the following Morgan and Peace dollars according to the Mint 
State system. Mint State 60 (MS-60) refers to an Uncirculated coin with 
usual bagmarks acquired in normal contact with other coins in a mint 
bag. MS-65 refers to a silver dollar with only a few bagmarks; a far 
above average coin. Generally, MS-65 is the highest realistically 
available condition. It is equal to the adjectival description “Choice 
Uncirculated.” MS-70 refers to a hand-selected dollar of exceptionally 
choice quality; the type of coin of which there may be only 5 or 10 
pieces, or perhaps none at all (especially among branch mint issues), in 
a mint bag of 1,000. Bagmarks are minimal. Such a coin is the finest of 
its kind. 

In instances in which the obverse grades, for example, MS-65 and the 
reverse grades MS-70, a diagonal mark is used to indicate the grade of 
each side, with the obverse given first, as: MS-65/70. In instances in 
which the entire coin is midway between two grades, MS-65 and MS-70 
for example, the coin is listed as MS-65+. An MS-65+ piece must be 
regarded as a truly superlative example.

History of the 1895 Dollar: The 1895 has been called the 
“King of Morgan Dollars. ” Indeed, every collector of silver 
dollars aspires to own a specimen of this coveted date. 

Although mint records report that 12,880 dollars bearing 
the date 1895 were struck at Philadelphia, we can trace no 
record whatever of an Uncirculated (i.e., a specimen definite- 
ly from the 12,000 business strike mintage) piece having been 
offered on the numismatic market. All known specimens are 
either Proofs or impaired Proofs and are from the 880 Proofs 
struck this year. 

It is presumed that the 12,000 regular strikes were melted 
under the provisions of the 1918 Pittman Act, which caused 
the reclaiming into bullion of 270,232,722 dollars of earlier 
dates. No Uncirculated 1895 dollars were released later as 
part of the Treasury-held pieces, nor are any Uncirculated 
1895 dollars among the government’s present holdings. The 
net mintage of 880 Proof pieces remains the only source of 
supply of these coins. Considering the tremendous popularity 
of the Morgan dollar series, the continued fame of the 1895 
date seems assured.

“The four-dollar gold piece was first suggested as an 
international coin by Hon. John A. Kasson, then United 
States minister to Austria, who had formerly been Chairman 
of the Committee of Coinage, Weights, and Measures. He 
thought it was desirable to have a gold coin approximating 
the value of those coins based on the metric system used in 
the European countries, such as the Austrian 8 florins, the 
French 20 francs, the Italian 20 lire, the Spanish 20 pesetas, 
and the Dutch 8 florins. 



“The committee on coinage favored the plan and suggested 
that a name ‘suitable for the four-dollar coin would be ‘One 
Stella,’ in analogy to one eagle, both the star and the eagle 
being national emblems on our coins. ’ 

“Fifteen sets were struck from the Barber designs [these 
are the coins with flowing hair] in 1879. These proved to be 
very popular with congressmen, who were each entitled to a 
set at the cost price at the Mint of approximately $6.50. 

“Therefore, early in 1880 the Congressional Committee on 
Coinage ordered additional sets. There being no hubs to 
duplicate the dies, the old dies with the date 1879 were used 
to strike 400 more sets. On October 12, 1880, Mr. S.K. 
Harzfeld reported an interview with the Superintendent of 
the Mint, A. Loudon Snowden, in which he stated that 150 
sets of the 415 struck were still in the vaults of the Mint. Mr. 
Snowden agreed to sell these to numismatists at $15 a set 
instead of melting them, if permission could be obtained 
from Washington.”

In 1907 at the request of President Theodore Roosevelt, 
noted sculptor Augustus Saint-Gaudens prepared his illustri- 
ous design with the date in Roman numerals and the subject 
in high relief. It was the President’s desire to re-introduce art 
into coinage, and in his correspondence on the subject he 
noted that art had been notably lacking in modern issues and 
that one had to look to ancient and medieval issues to find it. 
As beautiful as the MCMVII high relief $20 may seem to 
numismatists today, the fact remains that it was not a success 
originally. It was actually a superb artistic success, but it was 
a design which required three blows of the coining press to 
strike each specimen— a situation unfit for high-speed coinage 
production. In addition, it was felt that the average member 
of the public would have trouble deciphering the Roman 
numeral date. 
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So, later in 1907 the beautiful High Relief design was 
discontinued, and the new shallow-relief style with Arabic 
numerals was introduced— leaving just 11,250 pieces of the 
MCMVI1 in circulation and in numismatists’ hands. Today, as 
noted, these pieces are widely admired and desired.

The Exceedingly Rare and Important 
1795 REEDED EDGE CENT 



908 1795 Reeded edge. Sheldon-79. This is the specimen, graded as 

Good-5 by Dr. Sheldon, which was formerly in the Proskey 
and Hines collections. The coin is the discovery piece — the 
first known specimen of this variety— and is specifically 
mentioned on page 148 of Dr. Sheldon’s magnum opus. 
Penny Whimsy. 

The variety is described as follows (we excerpt) by Dr. 
Sheldon. Only four pieces are known to exist. 

“S-79. The Reeded Edge variety. Obverse 5; Reverse F. 
The edge is milled, or reeded, like our modern silver coins, 
and this was apparently an experiment which did not meet 
with favor, since it was immediately abandoned. 

Rarity 8. The known specimens grade [on the Sheldon 
Scale] 10, 8, 6, and 5. The best of the four, which is the 
McGirk-ANS piece [and which is permanently off the 
market, being in the collection of the American Numismatic 
Society] can be called VG-10. The Book-Newcomb coin, 
VG-8, is the finest in collectors’ hands. This coin brought 
$660 at auction in 1953. Downing found one among a junk 
lot in New York in 1947, G-6. The Proskey-Hines piece [the 
one offered for sale in this lot], which was the discovery coin 
for the variety, is about G-5. Many years ago WHS found in 
Chicago, in another junk box, what is almost half of a fifth 
example of this variety. It is a freak coin, with a nice obverse, 
but struck without a reverse. WHS bought it for a few cents, 
carried it as a pocket piece for years, and gave it to Homer 
Downing about 1945. It was one of Downing’s first early 
cent acquisitions, and was later sold with the Downing 
Collection. In the present listing of conditions, however, it 
was decided not to include holed or freak coins . . .” 

The envelope in which the present coin is housed notes 
that the variety was acquired by Hines in trade with Howard 
R. Newcomb on February 26, 1939. Later it was also owned 
by Dr. William H. Sheldon. 

The ownership of a reeded edge 1795 cent has been the 
unfulfilled dream of many large cent specialists. As noted, 
there are but four perfect specimens known, and one of these 
is forever off the market— giving just three pieces which might 
someday come on the market. It may well be many 
years— even decades— before another 1795 reeded edge is 
offered for sale. It would not surprise us to see the present 
piece sell in the range of ($10,000-$20,000) 

909 1797 S-130. Extremely Fine, tiny planchet clip on right obverse 

edge (and is hardly noticeable). Very late state of the obverse 
die. From the Warfield auction sale of October 28, 1955, Lot 
243. 




910 1798 S-154. An interesting mint error. The obverse and reverse 
completely double struck, causing certain letters to cancel 
themselves or to appear garbled or incomplete. Attractive 
Extremely Fine. An interesting acquisition for the large cent 
specialist.

Struck outside of the mint, presum- 
ably in the 19th century. Listed by Dr. J. Hewitt Judd on 
page 250 of his book and described thusly: 

“1866 Three dollars. Obverse: bearded bust of Lincoln 
facing right. GOD AND OUR COUNTRY 1866 (by Mer- 
riam). Reverse: die made in the Mint for a pattern three-cent 
piece of 1867. Gold. Reeded edge. Weighs 76 grains. Three or 
four known.” 

A somewhat more extensive and colorful description can 
be found in B. Max Mehl’s Royal Sale (King Farouk), 1948, 
Lot 295. The coin, similar in condition to the one we offer 
here, fetched $360. B. Max Mehl’s description follows: 

“Unique U.S. Three-Dollar Gold Piece with Portrait of 
Lincoln. The first and only specimen I have seen. Obverse, 
portrait of Lincoln bearded facing right. Date below. Legend, 
above, GOD AND OUR COUNTRY. Reverse, Roman III 
within wreath composed of an oak branch at left and an olive 
branch with six large berries at right. A six-pointed star at 
junction of the two branches at top. Beaded borders. Milled 
edge. Uncirculated, sharp, and with bold impression. Of 
excessive rarity. As far as I know, absolutely unique. Size of 
regular U.S. $3 gold piece. Trifle thicker, probably due to 
raised borders. 

“Have endeavored to obtain some definite information 
regarding this beautiful and rare coin, but have been unable 
to do so. His Excellency, The Secretary to His Majesty, 
informs me that this coin was purchased for the Collection of 
His Majesty in a lot of United States gold coins. The envelope 
in which this coin was enclosed was marked “United States 
Pattern $3.00 Gold Piece Unique.” The only information I 
could find was from the office of the late B.G. Johnson of St. 
Louis. This information reveals the fact that the coin was 
sold by Mr. Johnson to a dealer in New York for $250.00. 
Mr. Johnson also attributed it as a U.S. Pattern $3.00 Gold 
Piece. It is a very unusual coin, and as I have stated before, I 
have never heard of or seen a similar specimen before. It is 
not only a great rarity of the United States series, but of 
equal rarity for collectors of Lincolniana. As is usual in cases 
of this kind, I am always asked as to what the coin may 
bring. This is a difficult question to answer. I can only say 
that a dealer paid $250.00 several years ago, and I know that 
His Majesty paid a great deal more for it. Naturally, I am very 
proud of having the privilege of offering it at auction, and I 
think I am justified in stating that the coin should bring a 
price comparative with the coin’s rarity.” 

The specimen we offer here is Choice Brilliant Uncircu- 
lated and is identical in grade to King Farouk’s piece. Today 
it should bring a four-figure price.

J. Gault patented the encased postage stamp in 1862. The unit 
consisted of an official U.S. goverment postage stamp encased in a brass 
frame, and with a protective mica window on the front. Gault produced 
pieces with advertisements of different firms and also with his own 
name. Postage stamps used were in the denominations of lc, 3c, 5c, 
10c, 12c, 24c, 30c, and 90c. 

During the middle of the Civil War these encased postage stamps saw 
active service as a substitute for small coins, which were then being 
hoarded and were scarce in circulation.

BRYAN MONEY 



William Jennings Bryan was the Democratic candidate for president 
in the campaigns of 1896, 1900 and 1908. Bryan, an eloquent orator, 
made frequent impassioned speeches on the subject of free silver - 
maintaining that the U.S. government should buy unlimited quantities 
of silver to maintain the value of the metal. On the other hand, the 
Republican opponents maintained that the price of silver should be 
determined by the marketplace and should not be supported by the 
government, and that the gold standard was sufficient to maintain 
America ’s financial integrity. 

At the 1896 Democratic nominating convention Bryan gave his 
famous Cross of Gold Speech which ended with the stirring climax, 
'‘You shall not press down upon the brow of labor this crown of 
thorns; you shall not crucify mankind upon a cross of gold.” Bryan was 
subsequently nominated for the presidency. In his campaign against 
William McKinley, Bryan traveled 18,000 miles, visited 27 different 
states, and made 600 speeches— a record for the time. Bryan lost the 
election, however, as he also did in the campaigns of 1900 and 1908. 

Most of the numismatic pieces associated with Bryan date from the 
1896 campaign. The Free Silver movement was dealt a heavy blow with 
Bryan’s defeat, however silver was again an issue, although not such an 
intense one, in the 1900 election.

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The tokens listed in this section have been attributed to “Hard Times 
Tokens ” by Lyman H. Low (“L” numbers), “A Catalogue of U.S. Store 
Cards or Merchants Tokens ' ’ by Donald M. Miller (“ M ”) and to the 
“Standard Catalogue of U.S. Coins and Tokens” by Wayte Raymond 
(“R”). 

From the early colonial period of this country through the period 
ending with the close of the Civil War, a substantial part of the metallic 
currency circulating here consisted of foreign coinsand privately struck 
coins or tokens. Public acceptance of this unofficial coinage was due to 
either the lack or scarcity of official coinage. 

This rather meager supply of official coins was drastically curtailed 
during two separate prolonged periods of extensive hoarding prior to 
the end of the Civil War. The first period was during the economic 
depression of 1832 to 1844. This period which is often referred to as 
the period of the Hard Times produced a large number of privately 
issued pieces. Again, during the Civil War, due to the hoarding of 
metallic currency, over 12,000 different varieties of privately issued 
pieces were struck for circulation. 

Four major types of unofficial coinage are (1) store cards or 
merchant tokens, (2) political tokens, (3) neutral substitutes for 
money, and (4) mulings. Most of the tokens listed here are of the first 
category, although tokens falling in other areas are represented.

1424 Fractional currency shield with gray background. Variety of 
Friedberg No. 1382, containing 39 notes. The shield is in an 
early frame (size about 25” high by 22” wide). Fractional 
currency shields were made up by the Treasury Department 
and sold to bankers. They were used by the latter as a 
standard by which individual Fractional currency notes could 
be compared for authenticity. This shield has just three small 
water stains at the very bottom, due to long-ago dampness. 



The Treasury Department basement flooded, and most 
fractional currency shields were water-stained as a result 
(today nearly all shields show some stain evidences. This 
shield has very minimal staining compared to most others. 
Some of the notes are a little faded, but overall this shield 
compares favorably with the other few extant examples.

HAWAII 



Until 1898, Hawaii was an independent 
nation with a coinage, economic problems 
and political intrigue — just as is found with 
most nations today. Due to Hawaii’s near- 
ness to the United States it ivas inevitable 
that America’s influence would be felt. Most 
large business firms were American owned, 
and thus the coinage (which after the 
mid-1800’s was mostly of U.S. origin) of 
this small Kingdom took on the denomina- 
tions and weights of its huge neighbor. 

The first coinage in Hawaii was just a 
miniscule 100,000 cents struck in 1847. 
These were hardly sufficient to provide for 
the growing economy, yet it was not until 
1 883 that a sufficient coinage was ordered 
and struck, at the instigation of King Kala- 
kaua. The Proof issues and patterns of this 
later coinage are all EXCEEDINGLY rare, — 
in most instances, fewer than 50 pieces of 
any one item were made. 
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The following few lots of Hawaiian coins and currency represent one 
of the very rare opportunities to acquire some of these difficult issues. 



Rare 1844 Lahainaluna Cardboard Scrip 




1425 Set of Lahainaluna Cardboard Scrip, circa 1844. Due to the lack 
of sufficient quantities of coin in circulation, the school at 
Lahaina, Maui Island engraved plates and printed “currency” 
on thick cardboard sheets. These were printed in six 
denominations - 3c (3 Keneta), 1/16 dollar (Hapaumi), 1/8 
dollar (Hapawalu), 1/4 dollar (Hapaha), 1/2 dollar (Hapalua) 
and 1 dollar (Hookahi Dala, or Akahi Dala). The six 
denominations were printed on one piece of cardboard and 
subsequently cut apart. 

An interesting story concerning the Lahainaluna scrip 
revolves around the theft and recovery of the printing plates. 
Some of the students absconded with the plates, and printed 
up an unknown quantity of their own money! Shortly, the 
plates were recovered. However, due to the fact that there 
was a large amount of illicit scrip made, the authorities 
decided to alter the plates slightly, call in all the original 
notes, and reissue the denominations from the chnaged 
plates. 

This set, as with the other few extant sets, is printed from 
the altered plates. The alterations are found as follows: $1, 
an additional line to the right of the base of the flagpole, as 
well as a comma after the word “Hawaii” at top right; 50c, a 
small diagonal mark at lower right corner, just inside the 
border; 25c, a line in each globe stand; 12‘/2C (1/8 dollar), 
two diagonal border lines in each globe stand; 614c (1/16 
dollar), extended diagonal line at lower right; 3c, extra line in 
top left design. 

All of the pieces in the set are in New condition, and 
printed on a light brown, thick cardboard stock. The 1/16 
dollar has a small area of roughness at left. No wormholes as 
is usually seen on this issue! An outstanding collection of an 
important Hawaiian scrip. ($4000-$5000) 
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1426 1847 One Cent (Hapa Haneri). Design with large bust of King 

Kamehameha III, crosslet 4 in date and 15 berries on the 
wreath. Choice Brilliant Uncirculated, blazing red. Just one 
small toned area on reverse, otherwise fully brilliant! Hawai- 
ian cents are seldom available with any red, let alone with 
this much. Worthy of a premium bid. ($3754450) 

1427 1847 One Cent. Large bust, crosslet 4, 15 berries. Very Fine.

1428 1847 One Cent. Second type with smaller bust of the King. 13 

berries in wreath, plain 4 in date. Extremely Fine or better.

Rare Pattern 5c of 1881 




1429 1881 Pattern 5c struck on a thick aluminum flan. Brilliant Proof 
with a tiny area of roughness on the edge (not affecting the 
rim or design, however). 

When King Kalakaua made his world tour in 1880-1, he 
was approached by the owner of a New Caledonian nickel 
mine. The gentleman suggested contracting for a coinage of 
nickel pieces with the King’s visage as a central theme. Upon 
Kalakaua’s return to Hawaii in 1881, he received a group of 
these patterns (the original group was on thin nickel 
planchets). 

Very few of these were made and fewer yet survive! 
Although no mintage records have come to light, certainly 
the Hawaiian Pattern 5c pieces are in the Rarity-5 (31-75 
pieces known) category. Of immense importance as these 
patterns undoubtedly kindled the desire in the King to have a 
coinage for his Kingdom. ($2500-13500) 






Exceedingly Rare 1888 Pattern Eighth Dollar 




1431 1883 Pattern Eighth Dollar or Hapawalu. An exceedingly rare 

example of this ephemeral coin! When King Kalakaua sent 
his agent Claus Spreckels (of sugar fame) to the United States 
to have a coinage struck, the original denominations called 
for were 12V2C, 25c, 50c and $1. These were to be the same 
weight and fineness as the regular U.S. coinage denomina- 
tions. 

Somewhere in the proceedings, the 12’/2C was changed to a 
10c denomination (probably due to the fact that there was 
no 12V2C American coin). Proof sets of these issues were 
made up in September 1883 and again in September 1884. It 
is estimated that 6 Proof sets, with the 10c but not the \2Vic 
were struck in 1883, and 20 additional sets, this time 
including the I 2 V 2 C, in 1884. 

By tracing the number of specimens coming on the market 
over the past 20 years, our figures agree completely with 
these mintage numbers. 

The 1883 Eighth Dollar offered here is struck in silver and 
is in Choice Brilliant Proof, with just the lightest hint of 
toning. No regular-issue 12 l Ac pieces were ever made, so the 
original 20 Proofs struck are all that can ever exist! A true 
rarity in the Hawaiian field, and certainly one of the world’s 
rarist and most desired coins. ($4000-17000) 

Pattern 1883 Eighth Dollar in Copper 




1432 1883 Pattern Eighth Dollar (12 l /2c) struck in copper. The early 

pattern Hawaiian coins were struck in copper and put in sets. 
There are slightly more copper patterns (all in Proof state) 
than the corresponding silver proofs. This piece is a beautiful 
lightly toned Proof. In the Rarity-5 category. ($3500+) 

1433 1883 25c. Regular issue. 500,000 originally minted, many 

melted. Brilliant Uncirculated. ($50470) 



1430 1881 Pattern 5c struck on a thin nickel planchet. This is from 
the original group given to King Kalakaua. The coin is 
basically Extremely Fine condition, however, both sides of 
the rim (at 3 and 9 o’clock) are flattened. We have seen 
several others Ibis way and believe that they may have come 
from a bracelet. Another desirable Hawaiian rarity!

Portrait of Princess 
Kaiulani (niece of Queen Liliuokalani). This piece was issued 
by Reginald Huth of England and struck by Messrs. Pinches 
and Co., London die sinkers and medallists under the 
direction of Huth. It was issued to commemorate Princess 
Kaiulani. On the obverse is the Latinized CAIULANIA 
LILIUOCALANIAE REGINAE SORORIS FILIA (Kaiulani 
daughter of the sister of Queen Liliuokalani). The reverse 
reads: HONOLULU. SPES PUBLICA OCT. XVI 

MDCCXCIII. This pattern silver dollar medal was struck in 
honor of Princess Kaiulani, former heir apparent to the 
Throne of Hawaii (d.1899). The date 18 and 95 appears on 
the small circles on the reverse. The Roman numerals 1893 
on the coin refers to Kaiulani’s 18th birthday, the day she 
could have ascended to the throne. Only fifty silver patterns 
struck.

All of the pieces in this most unusual hoard appear to have been 
struck from the same pair of dies because all have a small die defect on 
the obverse behind Victoria’s head and a tiny dot on the reverse 
between the first and second fingers of Britannia’s left hand. 

The following two lots, while dated 1839, appear to have been struck 
over 1843 halfpennies. Both dates are clearly discernible even though 
the underdate (1843) is partially obliterated. The remaining five pieces 
of this hoard show no evidence of having been struck over another coin, 
but they do show a later die state of both dies. 

It would therefore seem logical to assume, that these Proofs were 
struck at some later date. Peck does not list these pieces, but in his 
introduction to the coinage of Victoria (page 403) he states: During 

this reign ‘ Proof strikings of various pieces were occasionally made at 
dates later than those appearing on the coins.” We. conclude that the 
present pieces fall into this category, as no other explanation seems 
appropriate.

Most cata- 
loguers would call this coin AU, and perhaps justifiably so, 
since it is lustrous and shows none of the usual impairments 
or marks so typical of a coin that has been in circulation or 
handled to any great degree. We feel that our grade of 
Extremely Fine — nearly as struck with some peripheral 
toning — should be conservative considering the crudeness 
and notoriously weak strike of these coins. The last specimen 
offered in a 1973 Eastern auction brought $3,500.00.
